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Dear Brian: 
| appreciate having your letter and the constructive tone of it. 


There has been an explosion in the amount of money we spend in 
support of the arts. Further, in this country there are vast tax benefits for 
the arts so that we, in fact, give greater public support to the arts than 
elsewhere. 


However, while | would not consider criticizing art or artists in any 
official way when they support themselves, when they are the direct 
recipient of taxpayers’ funds then it is both my duty and responsibility 
to criticize. 


Some of the works now outside federal buildings are very hard to 
justify. When we do criticize them we are too often told that we are too 
ignorant to criticize and that the artist knows best. The Pentagon tells 
us this when we criticize weapons too. I'm Sorry but | do not buy that 
line. And in the architectural field, a glance at the Rayburn Building, 
the new FBI building, and the new HEW building in Washington, 
passed on favorably by the Fine Arts Commission, makes me even 
more certain that the judgment of the average person may be as good 
as that of the expert in this field. Some of those buildings are horrible.
